29. — Scoring 
the belated action, of the lawmakers I 
in southern states regarding child la- 
bor laws and branding the mills of the 
south as costing too high a toll of hu- 
man life, .Wiley H. Swift, secretary of 
the natural child labor committee in 
North and South Carolina, today de- 
livered a stirring address on the "need 
of legislative guards 
against 
child 
workers. 


"When I consider what remains to 
be done for the protection of the chil- 
dren in North and South Carolina, I 
am forced to conclude tha£ up to the 
present we have not progressed very 
far," declared Mr. Swift. "North and 
South Carolina have a larger per cent 
of child workers in the manufacturing 
industry than any other state in the 
country. If the persons 
these industries should _______ 
every ninth person would be ~a~ chTfd 
under 16. These children leave school 
forever at 12 — often young_er in North 
Carolina where there is practically 
no enforcement — to work eleven hour's 
a day in our factories.
